gistered to Lt, (jg) Henry A, Mor- 
gan, MIT Naval Administration, 
When stolen the car had two guns

Members of the School Building Committee did not come 
away Monday from their first session with the state School 
Building Assistance commission unscathed, 

But neither were they bloodied. If their reactions are to 
be labeled, ‘‘surprise’’ seems most descriptive of the 
committee’s feelings about the item in their building 
package isolated for close scrutiny by the Commission. 

The Commission did not quarrel with the $4.8 million 
building’s capacity to meet educational specs. Nor did it 
find fault with the price tag (which could run to $6.5 
million if the town decided to tack on a pool and enlarge 
some core facilities), 40 percent of which Andover hopes 


they will agree to pay. 


What the Commission questioned was the advisability 
of erecting the 1,200 (a maximum also subject to Town 
Meeting action) student school with a four-story classroom 


building at its heart. 


The Building committee has been asked to return in one 
week, prepared to detail its reasons for recommending 
what is apparently a somewhat revolutionary approach 
to coping with the realities of population booms and 
boomlets. It is to compare in every way the advantages 
(and disadvantages) of its preferred plan with that which 
would lop one floor off the central unit and attach the 


same space elsewhere. 


The reasons advanced for this exercise: 

1. Nobody in Massachusetts has been building such 
high-rise schools for 10 to 15 years. 

2. It could be tough on the students.

[wo weeks ago it seemed that .indover had been tossed 
a time bomb with a six-month fuse. 

The survey report of the New England Fire Rating 
Assoc. was in and termed ‘‘dynamite’’ for its disclosure 
that it would require the outright expenditure of some 
$1.8 million within six months just to preserve the town’s 
B. insurance classification on dwellings and bring the 
rating on specially rated properties down from a current 
five to four a more desirable classification. 

To this figure, municipal officials said there must be 
added some $115,000 in annually recurring expenses. No 
estimate was made on what it would cost to do everything 
the rating association asked, which would include in- 
stallation of a completely new fire alarm system and 
construction of three new fire stations. 

\s the results became known reactions were varied, 
Some had predicted the outcome. They had been certain 
that the town’s steady efforts to improve and expand 
water and fire facilities had not kept pace with the com- 
munity’s sprawling growth. For them the report’s delivery 
was a chance to say, ‘‘] told you so.’’ 

For those who had hoped, if not altogether expected, 
the report to prove a money-saving pat on the back, there 
was a moment of face-saving confusion from which they 
could rise stating, and rightfully so, ‘‘Amazing that we 
could come out so well after 40 years (the last time such 


a report was prepared),’’ 


The report has been accepted, applauded and all but 
adopted as a master plan for gradual modernization and 
expansion of local fire protection. 

It needn’t have been. The 3 percent increase in dwelling 
insurance rates will cost the townspeople less than even- 
tual compliance with the report. 

Those of the “‘Let Sleeping Dogs Lie’’ school would 
probably approve should the survey be conveniently 


forgotten. 


To them we commend the opinion of Town Manager 
Richard Bowen’; ‘Would it be morally right to know that 
our fire protection system has some deficiencies that 
could, at certain times and under certain conditions be 
responsible for the loss of a human life — Would it be 
right to know it and do nothing about it?’’ 


A town manager is obligated to find silver linings for 
black clouds when he can, In this case, his words seem 
directed toward saving more than the Situation.

Down the Years with The Townsman

architect’s fees, but holding off 
on the full building appropriation 
until the bids are in and the low 
figure established. 

When questioned about what on 
the surface appears a_ logical 
approach to competitive bidding, 
Building Chairman Robert Mc- 
Intyre said that he and others on 
the committee felt this financing 
technique was too risky, 

McIntyre explained that with this 
system Town Meeting would first 
approve the architect’s prelimin- 
ary plans and appropriate his fee 
to cover the preparation of con- 
struction plans, Construction 
plans, when completed, would then 
be put out for bids and the low bid 
brought to Town Meeting for a 
building appropriation, 

The flaw, says McIntyre, is that 
Town Meeting can refuse the bid 
which would mean the loss of the 
architect’s fee (ultimately 61/2 
percent of virtually the entire 
project cost), 

Making the full appropriation 
ahead of time does not tend to 
eliminate real competition on the 
price in his opinion. Contractors, 


even though they know how much 
the town is prepared to pay for a 
given school, still have to compete 
against one another in price if they 
want the job, he said, 

For the warrant the Building

Tax Exempt 
Organizations 
Being Polled 


The Internal Revenue Service is 
asking some 500,000 organizations 
excempt from federal income tax 
to cooperate in updating its records 
prior to conversion to automatic 
data processing. 

Those affected are religious, 
charitable, educational, civic, 
labor and other organizations 
exempt under Section 501(a) or 521 
of the Internal Revenue Code, 

They are being requested to 
complete and submit brief ques- 
tionnaires providing current data 
as to name, address, employer 
identification number, purposes 


the organization's activities. The 
forms will be mailed to the or- 
ganizations during the next several 
months, 

Internal Revenue’s records, after 
verification from the question- 
naires, will be converted to 
magnetic tape, This conversion is 
the first step in establishing an 
Exempt Organization master file, 
which, complementing the already 
operating Master File systems for 
business and individual taxpayers, 
will be processed on Internal 
Revenue’s automatic data proces- 
sing equipment, 

Under the Master File system 
there will be one central magnetic 
tape record to which all trans- 
actions affecting an exempt or- 
ganization, such as returns, audit 
results from current and past 
years, address changes, and 
so forth, will be posted.

The Master File tape will be 
the source for lists such as the 
‘Cumulative List of Organizations 
Contributions to Which are Deduc-

It will facilitate the processing 
of exempt organization information

An exempt organization should 
await receipt of a questionnaire 
by mail, rather than requesting 
one from Internal Revenue, since 
the mailings will take several 
months.

Questionnaires are being sent to

Flagg was far from ignorant, 
He was a graduate of Harvard 
College and had studied but never 
practiced medicine. He knew that 
many bird species migrated. Yet 
in his essay, *‘Swallows: Their 
Hibernation’’, he suggests: ‘*I can- 
not but conclude that there is yet 
the greatest burden of proof re- 
maining with those who maintain 
the theory of migration,”’ 

In this era in which man traps 
birds in mist-nets and bands them 
to record their migration move- 
ments; follows their night flight 
patterns on radar, and even flies 
south by plane to study migration, 
Flagg’s comments sound amusing, 
Flagg worked, however, on a dif- 
ferent basis, He spent most of a 
lifetime afield, but his observa- 
tions were confined largely to the 
area between the Neponset River 
south of Boston and Salem on the 
north,
